Domestic Atomic’ Policy 
By Dorothy Thompson 


Senator Kilgore, hopes to 
push through the Senate the bill 
sponsored by representatives of 
American science for the creation 
of a National Science Foundation:

energy in which scientists are 
pre-eminently interested. 

» the struggle as to how 
and by whom atomic energy should 
be controlled is not merely an 
international but a domestic 
issue. Scientists, with their 
knowledge of the necessary con- 
ditions of freedom for research, 
are so opposed to army control 
that many have practically gone 
on strike;.the army, which 
rightly recognizes the vast im- 
portance of atomic energy, until 
some effective collective secur- 
ity is created, is unwilling to 
relax its hand. 

Our economic system had bet- 
ter get rid of some of its pre- 
judices if it wants to live in 
this dynamic world. Business 
men are afraid atomic energy wil) 
replace sources of power before 
they have paid.their original 
investment 10 times over. 


Tney are also afraid of the 
socio-economic implications in 
the ownership of atomic energy. 
Its secrets and control beiong 
to government and there the 
ownership must rest. Private 
firms eventually may have access 
to the energy, but they wiil 
have to rent it under conditions 
set by government. They will 
never "own" .it. Hence, in some 
quarters, there appears to be a 
Silent sabotage of its economic 
development. 

Yet it holds the greatest 
possibilities since the indus-" 
trial revolution for raising 
of the standard of living. 

It holds the possibility of 
regulating climate; of giving 
temperate stability, of assur- 
ing rain as required; of cooling 
torrid zones and warming cold 
ones. 

Therefore, for the sake of 
reinstating co-operation, we 
need not only a scientific foun- 
dation, but a new cabinet post.
